Homewhat similar was the origin 
^f that terrible series of leligious 
^ars that desolated France in ttie 
*^Uer h;ilf of the 10th century, 
^ore thau a thuusand Huguenots 



were assembled in a larjjfe barn 
near Vasy, peaceably celebrating 
their religious rites under the pro 
tection of what was known hs the 
" Edict of January." The Duke of 
Guise, with a numerous escort, rode 
by and certain of his followers mock- 
ed and mimicked the Huguenots in 
so ofTensive a way that the latter 
retaliated with most oppiobrious 
remarks. Soon all were at blows 
and from this comparatively trivia! 
begin nin^ arose the boodly wars be- 
tween Huguenots and Caltiolies 
that for 30 years agitated the 
French nation. 

A BROKEN TEAPOT 

In China 250 years ago the smash- 
ing of a teapot led to a sanguinary 
conflict extending ovor a period of 
years. The teapot in question form- 
ed part of the traveling equipment 
of one of the Emperors during his 
progress through a disaffected pro 
vince of northern Ciuna. It hap 
peneil that Cf»rtain of the EtnperorV 
retinue were intercepted t>y a band 
of robbers, wlio fount! ttie teapot 
amoutftlie imggage and indignanily 
flung it to the grounci and broke it. 
I'he matter was reported to the 
Emperor, who was so angered I y 
the occurrence that he sent out a 
[uigative force. A long war ensued, 
rMNultMig, it Is said, in the death of 
500,000 men. 

Tht* cash vaUieof th^* teapot might 
be represented by a few cents, but 
there have been waged other wars 
concerning things that represent 
little from a monetary point of view. 
An excellent illustration is afforded 
iu the case of Algeria, which came 
into the possession of France 
through a disagreement over a petty 
debt. The Bey of Algeria bad de- 
tuanded immediate payment, through 
the French consul, who asked a 
delay in the matter and for a reply 
was cast into prison. Two days 
later there was began a war that 
endured for 20 years, during which 
time more than half a million lives 
were sacrificed. 

In the year 1879 the Transvaal 
was declared a crown colony and 
the salaries of officials, both Dutch 
and English, were cut down. Among 
the number so treated was a certain 
Paul Kruger, whose salary was re- 
duced by $250 per annum. The loss 
of the money annoyed the Dutch- 
man, who raised the standard of 
revolt. As a consequence there 
followed Majuba Hill fight, years 
of agitation, the Jameson raid, and 
finally the great war which (tost 
Britain $1 , roo.000 000 and the lives 
of 25,000 of her sons. 

The l)orrowing of a tobacco pipe 
and its retention caused civil war in 
the Pamirs and Afghanistan, while 
the stealing of a lace petticoat be- 
longing to a lady of Castile by a 
Moor led to a long and bloody con- 
flict. The war between Sweden and 
Poland, which began 1654, arose 
through a suppdsed slight. The 
King of Sweden suddenly discovered 
that iu a certain dispatch his name 
and titles were followed by only two 
et ceteras, while the King of Poland 
was given three. The result, in- 
credible as it may seem, was war. 

4 GLASS OF WATER. 

Mrs. Man ham, the favorite lady 
in waiting of Queen 4nne, wnsone 
day carrying a glass of water to her 
royal mistress when she collide*! 
with tlie Marquis de Toley, on 
whose clothes the water was spilled. 
The Marquis tailing to obtain an 
apology for what he regarded as an 
insult to both himself anil his coun- 
try, made sueli ado iu tlie matter 
that soon !>ad feeling was engender 
e«!. It spread from tlie court and 
Involved the two nations. It was 
not settled without the Intervention 
of the ^leat Duko of M trlborough 
and hts brilliant campaigns. 

One of the most curious excuses 
for war, as well as one of the most 
extiaonliuary of war, had itM oiigin 
iu a little matter tliat occurred in the 
Iflth century. This '• war" was 
conducted lietween a bankru|)t gro- 
cer of Berlin on the one hand, an<l 
the elector of Saxony an 'he other 
liand. The immediate cause was 
liie *• arrest" of two of the tra«les 
maira horses in the elector's ter- 
ritory, the grocer himself being a 
subject of the elector of Bianden- 
tuir. Fallfng to olitain redress, 
tlie indignant and l>elllgerent grocer 
adopted what was a perfectly legal 
expe<!ient. He dec lard format war 
on the the realm of Saxony ! Ttie 
declaration was accepted in due 
form and (be war began. The 



grocer burned farms and even vil- 
lages, emploplug, after the fashion 
of the times, mercenaries, and lie 
soon made himself the terror of the 
district He was finally influenced 
to stop hostilities, the mediator being 
no other than Martin Luther. Later 
however he was liPtrayed into fur- 
ther aces of hostility, and captured 
was made to suffer death on the 
wheel. 

A pig'b squbal 

An American writer has contend- 
ed that the war of 1812 may be 
traced to the squeal of a Rhode Island 
pig. Opinion as to the advir^abiltty 
of war with Great Britain was not 
at all unanimous. The Democratic 
party favored it, while the Federal- 
ists opposed a resort to arms. In 
Rhode Island, on one fateful election 
day, one lukewarm Federalist post- 
poned going to the polls until the 
last moment. After finishing his 
chores lie mounted his horse and 
started to town to exercise his riglil 
of suflfrage. Just at the psychologi- 
cal moment hisaitention was arrest- 
ed by the loud and disti*essed 
squealing of a pig, which had been 
iiidlHcreet enough to put his head 
t)etween the rails of the fence sur- 
rounding a pasture field and was uii 
at>le to witfidraw it. So the farmer 
dismounted and tarried long enogh 
to liberate the unliapjiy pig Then 
be remounted and proceeded lo 
town, only to find that the polls were 
closed and that his chance of voting 
tiad gone. 

Now, when the votes of that dis- 
trict were counted it was found ihat. 
the Democratic candidate for the 
State Legislature had been elected 
l>y the narrow margin of one vote 
If the Federalist who had been 
detained by the squealing pig had 
voted, then the election would have 
resulted in a tie and the Democrat io 
candidate would have failed of 
election to the State Legislature. 

In that Leginlature there was 
chosen a United States senator*. 
He won his seat without a single 
vote to spare. So if that one 
Democrate assemblyman had fail 
ed of election the Democrats of 
Rliode Inland would have found 
tliemselves unat>le to send a Demo 
cratic senator to represent them at 
Washington 

In the United States senate the 
str-angi^ chain of circumstance 
dependent upon a single vole reach 
ed its climax So evenly was the 
Senile divided upon the question of 
war with England that the war 
party carried bv a single vote. The 
senator from Rhode Islani^ voted 
with Ills parly for the war, whitdi 
otherwise would not have l>een 
declared, according to this stor3% or 
wtdch, at least, would have been 
deferred. 

A MULE. 

Wars have been fought for land, 
for gold, for honor, luit, so far as 
is known, but one war has ever 
been undertaken for the possession 
of a dumb animal — and that a 
mule ! 'I'tiis curious event is as- 
signed the I'etient date of 1907, 
S<»nor Irenos Sfdga<!a was exiled 
from the Republic of Nicaragua by 
reason of "pernicious acliviiy 
against the peace of mind and 
tenure of office of the duly con- 
stituted authorities " He took up 
his residence in the neighboring re- 
public of Honduras, in close |uox- 
iniity to the international boundary 
line. 

One darlc night 35 dashing oaval 
rymen of the Nicaragua n army 
crossed ttie line and boldly captured 
Senor Selga<la*s mul#»! That gentle- 
man unburdened himself to the 
foreign office at Tegucifaljia and 
urged that he be given Halisfactlon 

Ah It chanced, Presltlent Bon ilia 
of Honduras, was just then on ex- 
tremely hai! terms with his Nieaia- 
giian neigh liors. Senor S»^lgada's 
mule ottered him a casus belli 
Clearly the theft of this mule con- 
stiiuted an Insult of such ntagtiitude 
that the honor of Honduras could 
be saved ohiy by prompt and de- 
cisive action. Accordingly, under 
the Instructions of Preaid^^nt Bonillia 
the Honduran minister fen foi*eign 
affaires opened up a diplomatic cor 
respondence with Senor J«>se de 
(4oinez, occupying the like office at 
Managua, theca[»ital of Nicaragua. 
Full details of the outrage, together 
with a demand for the immtHiiate 
restitution of the mule and ample 
apology for ttie theft, wei^e laiii lie- 
fore the Ntcaraguan foreign ofBci». 
This demand was couched iu such 



terms as almost to constitute an 
ultimatum, the result beiug a 
spirited reply from Nicaragua that 
amounted to a virtual refusal to 
continue upon a matter of such 
little moment. 

Alarmed at this state of affairs. 
President Roosevelt and President 
Diaz, of Mexico, set the machiner*y 
of the t«^o republics of the north in 
motion and succeeded in having a 
board of arliitrators appointed 
But^ this board was unable to effect 
a peaceful solution of a question 
Ihat so vitally touoh»^d the honor of 
two nations Diplomatic corre- 
spondence ceas«d and the feelings of 
Honduras and Nicaragua soon at- 
tained such a pitch that the only 
recourse was war. Boiiilla's troops 
invcided Nicaragua and the war 
was on in earnest. 

Among the many wars of Mexico 
was tliHt of 1838, known as ** Guerra 
de los Pasteles," or the •' pie war." 
Tuis name is truly descriptive, since 
it occurred by reason of a few pies 
baked by a French pastry cook of 
the City of Mexico and stolen by 
hungry peons. The cook entered a 
claim for indemnity in the sum ot 
$60,000. Str-angely enoiigh, the 
French government took cognizance 
of this claim and made formal de- 
mand upon the Mexican authorities 
for its immediate payment, and, 
stranger Ntitl, the claim was paid. 
Sat Globe. 



How to iiead. 



Try to carry something from 
every book you read. It a book is 
worth reading, it is worth remem- 
Uering. One cannot reniemt)er 
everything, and to each person the 
things worth remembering will 
differ according to his tastes and 
the amount of insight he iirings 
with him. But every one may 
carry away something, and thus 
feel that the book leaves him, lo, 
some degree, richer than it found 
him, adtled to his stock in trade, so 
to speak of facts or of ideas. It 
it has not done this, why shf)uld one 
liave spent so much eyesight upon 
it? Wiiy not have given the time 
to bicycling or baseliall, or have 
Itid down upon the grass and 
w^Uched the white clouds flit across 
the sky. 

How to remember the cements of 
a good book, or at least the best 
ptrt of them, is a diflScult problem, 
and one wtilch bect*mes more diffi- 
cult the older one grows, for the 
memory is less retentive in middle 
life than in youth, and the niessure 
of daily work in profession or in 
business tends to clog the free play 
of intellectual movement in spheres 
distinct from that. The most 
obvious plan is to make notes of the 
things that strike you most. This 
involves time and trouble, yet the 
time and trouble are not lost, for 
the mere effort of Holecting the 
salient facts, or of putting into a 
c(»ncise form the salient ideas, helps 
to impress them on the mind, ho 
Ihat tliey have more chance of being 
remembered, even should the notes 
tte lost. 

If the book belongs to you, it is 
not a bad device to use the blank 
sheet or two which one often finds 
inside the covers, for making brief 
notes, adding references to » the 
pagea; or if ther\3 are no blank 
sheets, paste in two or three and 
use them for this purpose. I have 
a friend, one of the most learned 
men in Europe, who copies out on 
slips of a uniform site the things 
he finds in the books he peruses, 
and arranges them In cardboard 
t>oxes, also of a uniform size, which 
form a part of his library, and a 
sort of distilled quintessence of his 
vast reading. Others find it better 
to use note books for the purpose. — 
Ifte Youth\s Companion,

The backwardness of the Russians 
can be pretty adequately accounted 
for by three historical factors. 
There is, first, the Mongol yoke 
which rested upon them for nearly 
two and a half centuries. During 
the wonderful thirteenth aud four- 
teenth centuries, while England was 
establishing her parliament and 
democratic models were being workg 
ed out in the free self-governing 
city states of Italy and the low 
countries, the Russians lay flatten- 
ed under an alien Asiatic despotism. 
By the time they had rid themselves 
of the Mongols all legal rights of in- 
dividuals, local communities and 
social classes had disappeared, leav- 
ing the power of the czars unlimited. 

In the second place, for a long 
time after the Muscovite* had freed 
themselves from the Mongols, their 
settlements in the rich treeless 
steppes to the south of them — the 
famous ** black soil" destined to 
become the granary of Russia and, 
indeed, of Europe — were exposed to 
raids by the nomad Tartars hem- 
ming them on the east and south. 
Until the days of Peter the Great 
the Russians were for the most part 
confined to the less fertile forested 
region of the North, where they 
were safe from the incursions of 
the nomads. 

Let one imagine how our econ- 
omic development would have suf- 
fered ha*l our ancestors been 
confined to the wooded region of 
the upper Ohio Lakes, because the 
fertile prairies from Indiana to the 
Rooky Mountains lay open lo the 
raids of t>arbarian horsemen well- 
ing up from the great populated 
area iu the Southwest! 

Then there was the Romanoff 
autocracy, which in Shakespeare's 
day crushed the bulk of the people 
down into serfdotn — which later 
become slavery — and kept them 
there for two and a half centuries.

Educate 
the mind that the taliorof the hands 
may be more effective. Educate the 
hands, that the education of the 
mind may be practical as well as 
ornamental — Ex.

RETURN MUST BB FILED ON OK 
B8POBE MARCH 1 5— BILL PRO- 
VIDES HEAVY PENALTIES. 



Washington, D. C— Work on 
the collection of $6,cxx>,ooo,ooo has 
been begun by the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue. This is the estimated 
yield of the new revenue bill. The 
income tax provisions of the act 
reach the pocket-book of every 
single person in the United States 
whose net income for 191B was 
$1,000 or more, and of every 
married person whose net income 
was $ 2 , 000 or more . Persons whose 
net income equalled or exceeded 
these amounts, according to their 
mariul status, must file a return of 
income with the collector of internal 
revenue for the district in which 
they live on or before March 15th. 

Here is what will happen to them 
it they don't, for failure to file a re- 
turn on time, a fine not more than 
$f ,000 and an additional assessment 
of 25 per cent of the amount of tax 
due. 

For *' willfully refusing*' to make 
a return on time, a fine not exceed- 
ing $10,000, or not exceeding one 
year's imprisonment, or both. 

For making a false or fraudulent 
return, a fine of not more than $10,- 
000, or imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or both, together 
with an additional asaessment of 50 
per cent of the amount of tax evad- 
ed. 

For failure to pay the tax on time. 
a fine of not more than $1 ,000 and 
an additionai assessment of 5 per cent 
of the amofsot of tax unpaid, plus 
I percent interest for each full month 
during which it remains unpaid. 

In addition to the $1,000 and $2,* 
000 personal exemptions, taxpayers 
are allowed an exemption of $200 for 
each person dependent upon them for 
chief support if «uch person is under 
eighteen years of age and incapable 
of self-support* Under the 1917 act, 
this exemption was allowed only for 
each dependent * * child. ' ' The head 
of a family — one who supports one 
or more persona closely connected 
with him by blood relationship, r^* 
laticmship by marriage, or by adop- 
tion — is entitled to all exemptions 
allowed a married person. 

The normal rate of tax under the 
new act is 6 per cent of the first 
$4,000 of net Income above the ex- 
emptions, and 12 per cent of the net 
income in excess of 4,000. Ihcomes 
in exceM of $5 »€X>o are subject also to 
a surtax ranging from 1 per cent of 
tbe amount of the net income be- 
tween $5,000 and $6,000 to 65 per 
cent of the net income above $1 ,000, 
000. 

Payment of the tax may be made 
in full at tbe time of filing return or 
In four installments, on or before 
March 15. on or before June 15, on 
or before September 15. and on or 
before D««nber 15* 

Revenue oflBcers will visit every 
county in the United States to aid 
taxpayers in making out their re 
turns. The date of their arrival 
and the location of their offices may 
be ascertained by inquiring at offices 
of collectors of internal revenue, 
post offices, baoks. Failure to see 
th«« officers, however, does not 
relieve the Uxpayer of his obligation 
to file his return and pay his tax 
within the time specified by law. 
In this case taxpayers roust seek the 
Government, not the Government 
taxpayer.

Last Friday eveninir the imd 
weather, in conjunct icni with the 
many parties ar»d other sffMirs 
given in honor of the birthday of 
George Washington, caused the re 
duced attendance at the S. W. J, 
D, Temple. Yet a well sized coir- 
greizatlon greeted the lion. Alex- 
amk>r 11. Kamlnsky, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, who delivered the 
sermon. He sp<»ke on '* Our Cri- 
minal Court : What he |Siate at 
temps to do for the first offender." 

Mr. Kaminsky defltred law, its 
purpose and function, shoWing that 
it was but an airangement to help 
each other rather than a restriction 
of liberty. He then pointed out its 
importsnce In the life of each one 
of us and how we should be guided 
by its dictates. Drawing fr*orn l.is 
experience as a public pr^osc^cutor, 
he depicted the various slippery 
roads that lead to the first trans- 
giession and then, unless the best 
in one is summonetl to curb the evil 
tendencies, how one becomes ac- 
customed to disregard the law, deve- 
loping into a habitual law-breaker. 



He drew a very graphic picture of 
the results of such conduct. 

Finally lie emphasized the import- 
ance of applying preventive 
measures in childhood, so that our 
children u:ay grow up to be honor- 
able men and women. We must 
not wait until a wrong deed has been 
done, but before even the child re- 
veals its nature we must strive to 
inculcate in it the desire to be good 
and do the right thing. It is not 
snflScient, said Mr. Kaminsky, to 
tell the child that it must not do the 
wrong thing, but we must teach it 
the good things. However, there 
are, unfortuaately many cases where 
the child has been neglected, and 
in the early days of manhood or 
womanhood commits a criminal act. 
For these — first offenders — the 
State makes a special provision. It 
attempts to correct rather than 
penalize.

This is the feat young David 
Marvel accomplishes twice a day 
at the Orphenm, and with such 
precisbui (Urns he dance that it 
seems impossible to believe he doew 
not hear^ the music. Yet from 
birth Dnvid Marvel has been deaf 
and dumb. 

Audiences this week have been 
watched this boy, who stands out 
from the others in the Kosloff ballet 
with interest as he executes Ium 
marvelous bounds in the air. and 
goes through the old folk dancess 
with every appearance of good 
spirits. 

Go back stage and you find Marvel 
crouched down in rhe wings, watch- 
ing a companion on the other side 
of the stage, who is in the same 
position. He taps the floor with his 
feet — one, two, three, four — until 
he gets in perfect time with the 
other performer's. Then he iiouutls 
on the stage, keep^ up the same 
tempo— and not a soul suspects he 
cannot hear the orchestra and that 
he must follow each step t>y wateli 
ing his cornpanioris.

Never for a moment did any of the 
members dream t*!at the receipts 
from there would go up to what 
they did. The cashier handled 
tickets to the amount of $380. De^ 
ducting expenses there will be left 
a snug sum of over $250 for the 
Cottage Fund at the Home, for 
which object the various societies 
of the deaf in the State and indivi- 
duals are now t>ending their ener- 
gies to raise to the desired amount. 

The Social was held from two to 
ten o'clock P.M. in the girKs' Recrea- 
tion Hall, whicn, by the way, was 
tastefully decorated with fl^gs and 
bunting by Mr. Zell and avssistants.

the company. Por diversion, I am 
told, a devotee of the beauty parlor 
now and then makes a trip to rhe 
hospital for special a«lvice on how 
to reduce a double chin or develop 
dimples in the cheeks. Whether 
she gets it out or not, I am not 
prepared to say; and, if the report 
t>e true, it shows that female 
vanity is n .t confini^d to higii socie 
ty, nor to those who can hear. A 
large staflf of physicians is mantain- 
ed to take care of its some eighteen 
thousand employees, at the com 
pany's expf^nse. During the rec**nt 
**fln'* epidemic, which swept over 
pratically our entire country, I am 
told that the perr^eulage of victims 
in the Goorl yea r plant was consider • 
ally less than in the average com 
munity; and this is all the more re- 
markable when you consider the 
large number of men and women 
who work together there. 

Goodyear a!?*o maintains what is 
called a Relief AMSociation, which 
corresponds to a Hick lie ne tit Am- 
Hociation of most otti^i concerns. 
Membership in the association is#^x- 
trndf'd to t)oth sexes, and the dues 
are only atmut fifty cents per month 
or thereabout. In case of sickness, 
15.00 per week is paid to woinf*n, 
and $8.00 to men, and a free life in- 
surance policy of $1,000, is given, if 
desiretf, under reasonable condi- 
tions. The deaf are admitted with 
out distinction to all the rights and 
privileges of this association. 

There, is also a housing depart 
raent that finances a lot and house 
for its employees who desire to boy 
and tiuild » home. A staff of 
trained architects is maintaineil for 
this purpose at the expense of the 
Gooflyear people. The employees 
pay $ 100 down and the rest in 
monthly installments, for a period 
of twent^' years or less; but after 
five years, if he is still in the employ 
of the company, 25 percent is de- 
ducted from (he purchase price of lot 
and house. The houses are modern 
and complete in every respect. 
Many deaf men find women have 
purchased homes under the at)Ove 
plati.
